Montreal, Dec. 20.—Following a 
battle at the corner of St. David's 
Lane and St. James street between an 
Irishman and three falians, all four 
needed medical attention, Two had io 
be sent to the general hispital for re- 
pairs.

The attorney-general’s department 
in Ndmonton, have issued instructions 
to the coronor’s jury in the inquest 
into the Bellevue inine disaster, that 
a dull and complete investigation must 
be made into the whole affair, in order 
that the exact causes of the explosion 
which resulted in the death of thirty- 
one miners, may be ascertained. 

This was the statement given to the 
Gupitalvhis morning by Deputy-Atior- 
ney-General Clarry, in the absence of 
Attorney-General Mitchell. 

New Jury Necessary. 

Despatches from Bellevue this 
morning were to the effect that a 
deadlock in the investigation had oc- 
curred owing.to the refusal of the 
foreman of the jury to investigate any 
further than the actual cause of the 
death of the miners, on the ground 
that he felt incompetent to do so, 

Deputy-Attorney General — Clarry 
stated this morning that in view of 
this, a new jury would have to be ap- 
pointed. Fie stated that it had been 
the intention of the department from 
the start that the whole affair should 
be investigated to the very bottom. 

The miners at Bellevue have been 
demanding that a full investigation be 
made by the coronor’s jury, and the 


attoriuey-general’s department has de- 
sided that such an investigation must 
be made. An adjournment of the in- 
quest has been made until a new jury 
has been appointed 

Bellevue, Dec. 19—The coroner's 
inquest into the mine disaster of Dec- 
ember oth opened here today and after 
considerable evidence had been taken 
the jury reached a deadlock, being 
unable to decide upon the causes of 
the accident. 

James Burke, secretary of ‘the local 
union, gave evidence that owing to a 
protest of the men he had wired In- 
spector Stirling on December 3rd, 
asking for an inspection of the mine. 
Dr. Malcomson gave evidence to the 
effect that in his opinion the men had 
been asphyiated by inhalling “black 
damp.” When it was found that the 
jary would be unable to reach a de- 
cision an adjournment was made until 
today when it is expected the coroner 
will have received instructions from 
the atorney-general’s department.

PABLO TAKES HIS GUN 
LOOKING FOR SOME FUN 
Old Mexican Hunter Makes Test Case 


By Shooting a Buffalo or Two— 
a May Be a Hunt Yet. 


“The big buffalo hunt we once phan- 
ned to take place on the Pablo ranch 
in Montana, anny yet come off,” said 
Howard Douglas commissioner of 
parks, to the Capital this morning. 
“There is quite a possibility that we 
may yet be able to go ahead with the 
hunt. The buffalo are at this time of 
the year in their prime, and the hides 
and heads will be 25 percent more val. 
uable now than they were a month or 
two ago.” 

Mr. Douglas stated this morning 
that Pablo lrad been advised by his 
lawyers to go ahead with the hunt, in 
spite of the objections raised by the 
state game wardens of Montana. 
Consequently Pablo ‘last week started 
out on a little hunt of his own, defy- 
ing the game wardens, and by this 
time has probably shot a couple of 
the old bulls that are resisting cap- 
ture by his cowboys If Pablo suc- 
ceeds in killing the buffalo without re- 
sistance or without objection from 


the state game wardens, he will inform 


Mr. Douglas that the coast is clear at 
last, and Mr. Douglas will forthwith 
proceed to re-organize the buffalo 
hunt. 

It is not likely that the sate auth- 
orities or the U. S. Federal authorities 
will carry the case against Pablo fur- 
ther. The real foundation of the dif- 
ficulty in the first place, is, believed 
to be a feeling of jealosy that was 
roused over the fact that Pablo had 
sold his buffalo to the Canadian gov- 
ernment.

Few cities in America ‘today are so backward as to prohibicy 


the operation of ‘street cars on Sunday, and there is reason to 
believe that ithe vote by which Strathcona at first turned down the 
Sunday cars was inspired not so much by objection to the operation 
of the cars on Sunday as it was to a feeling that Strathcona was not 
being properly treated by the Edmonton street railway depart- 
ment. b : 
In nearly all Western Canadian cities such as Calgary, Van- 
couver, Victoria, Nelson and Winnipeg not only do the cars operate 
on Sunday, but the Sunday band concert in the park is a special 
feature of the Sunday afternoon. ‘Edmonton ‘has always been be- 
hind in the matter of band concerts and so far thas not offered a 
Sunday band concert of any kind. 

Now that the city thas the right to operate the cars over all 
lines on Sunday and also has in the grounds adjoining Iexhibition 
park a breathing space where families might enjoy the rest cure 
and the fresh air on a summer Sunday afternoon, it is up ito the 
city council when making the appropriations for IQII to include 
a sum sufficient to provide a band concert every Sunday afternoon 
in the warm spell. 


CARNEGIE’S MILLIONS 
THROWN AWAY i 

Out of his gigantic fortune accumulated in pursuit of the steel 
industry Andreny Carnegie thas donated ten millions to be used for 
the abilition of war. 

Carnegie might as well have thrown his money into the sea. 
When the fires of militarism blaze forth and the spirit of conquesi 
seizes a nation, no scholastic influence thas ever yet been discovered 
that could stop the conflagration. ; 

War arises more often from a condition within the nation 
seeking war than from a just quarrel with a neighboring nation. 
When Napoleon spread his bivouac fires throughout the whole of 
Europe, he did it not to avenge a wrong to France but én pursuit 
of the French ambition that France should be ruler of the world, and 
Paris the capital. Napoleon’s wars followed a century of discon- 
tent. Rome exhausted itself in pursuit of conquest. Alexander 
stopped when he found no more world’s to conquer and England's 
avar in Africa was a war of aggrandizement. 

If Carnegie would stop war the must first allay the spirit of dis- 
-content that Jeads peoples and nations to seek to take by force from 
another nation something which the people of the belligerent nation 
find they cannot obtain for themselves by the pursuits of peace at 
home. 

One of the most common fallacies of the day is that trade 
follows the flag and that it is necessary to own'a country in order to 
secure its commerce. ‘Ihe pursuit of new markets has been the 
common cause of most modern wars, just as the pursuit of tribute 
was of the wars of the ancients, and both can invariably be traced 
to a dissatisfaction with conditions at home. 

Carnegie ,with his steel trust entrenched behind a tariff wall, 
robbing a nation by legal process, and his slaughter, as at Home- 
stead, of workmen who feel that they are inadequately recompensed 
for their toil, does more to create the conditions which make for 
war than all ‘his millions could offset ‘by the establishment of a 
bureau for the promotion of peace. 

Carnegie may be a benevolently-intentioned man but the is a 
poor student of the first causes which constitute the moving im- 
pulses of nations; otherwise he would not fritter away ten million in 
the establishment of a bureau to prevent war. 


THE CORONETS TO THE 
MELTING POT 

The British elections finish with the parties in identically the 
same position numerically as they were before the Asquith govern- 
ment went to the country. ‘he difference is that where Asquith 
admitted that he previously had no mandate from the people to 
abolish the house of lords, ‘he will now take the ground that he has 
that mandate and will, if he follows the promises of the campaign 
which has just closed, do away with the upper house altogether. 

The British people have endorsed the stand taken by Asquith, 
Lloyd-George and Churchill, the liberal party in Great Britain will 
be doing what it has been told to do if it throws all the coronets 
into the melting pot and puts the house of lords out of business 
altogether, 

THE LOGICAL OUTCOME OF 
THE TELEGRAPH MONOPOLY 

By a combination effected in London yesterday the four cables 
of the Anglo-American Telegraph Co. merged avith the Western 
Union. Only one cable to United States remains in competition, 
the Commercial Cable. 

On land the Western Union ‘has acquired not only formerly 
independent companies, but ‘has also merged with the Bell ‘lele- 
phone, the only telephone of national consequence in United States, 
leaving only one competitor in ithe transmission of intelligence, the 
Postal Telegraph. 

Clarence H. MacKay, head of the Commercial Cable and the 
Postal ‘T'elegraph, says that his companies will be the last competi- 
tors on land and under the seas with the gigantic trust which is 
absorbing the telegraph business of United States. When ‘his com- 
panies have passed out, the says, the nation will have a choice be- 
tween government ownership and monopoly. 

In not many lines is the trend of events as plainly marked as 
in the case of the telegraph trust, but the logical finish in all cases 
isthe same. ‘When the Western Union and the MacKay companies 
get together in a monopoly that will be intolerable all that will re- 
main will be to arrange the price. 


JUST PARAGRAPHS 
In a spirti of magnaminity the Ottawa Free Press says that 
while the western farmers are in the capital they should own ithe 


town. They certainly should, not only while they are there, but 
all the time. ‘They have the votes, and it is they who pay the 
freight. 


Winnipeg is experiencing all the thrills of a street railway 
strike while Toronto is working itself into a frenzy about being 
buncoed with counterfeit pay-as-you-enter cars. In both cities the 
street railway is owned by a private company. According to the 
auditors way ef figuring, Edmonton’s street railway system lost 
$29,000 last year, but there was none of it lost on strikes, and the 
pay-as-you-enter cars in this city are the genuine article.

BOTH DOCTORS AND NURSES 


In Bradford Schools—English City 
Looks After Pupils’ Welfare 
Closely—School Clinics for 
Examination of Serious 
Cases. 


N correspondent furnishes the fol- 
lowing information on the methods of 
conducting school inspection in Brad- 
fond, Ingland, by the medical officers: 

Tt was in Huddersfield, Yorkshire, 
that the rearing of infants on a scien- 
tific basis was first starter in England, 


and it is in another large Yorkshire! 


manufacturing town that inspection 
and treatment of school children is 
now being conducted on a more com- 
prehensive scale than in probably any 
other town in the world, New York 
excepted School inspection has been 
carried on in Bradford for some time, 
and now school surgeries have been 
established, and, when necessary, 
treatment jis given. Tour school doc- 
tors have been appointed, one of them 
tors have been appointed, one of whom 
is 2 woman, and two school nurses. 

In the town hall certain rooms have 
been set apart for the use of the medi- 
cal superintendent and. staff. There 
the three separate waiting ‘rooms, in 
order to keep the various cases apart. 
The waiting rooms used by the chil- 
dren suffering from infectious diseases 
are cleaned and disinfected every day. 
our or five hundred children come 
each week. The school clinic is equip- 
ped with all modern scientific appar- 
atus, including an X-ray department. 
Special attention is paid ‘to the treat- 
ment of eye, car and nose. 

Periodic Inspection. 

The periodic visits of the nursing 
and medical staff to the schools have 
made the neglect of children by ignor- 
ant or careless mothers nearly impos- 
sible. If, in the opinion of the medical 
inspector, a child is in need of medical 
treatment, ‘notice is sent to the par- 
ents, and the child may be taken to 
their own medical man, to a hospital 
or in,rmary, or ‘to a school clinic. In 
fact, the child must be Icoked after- 
and in Bradford at the present time 
children are being looked after who 
but for this action would have been 
handicapped throughout life with phy- 
sical disabilities which in early life 
might have been removed with little 
cr no trouble. 

Care For Eyes. 

It is obvious that good sight is a 
most important matter, and in Brad- 
ford all: children who are detected not 
to have normal sight are sent to the 
school clinic for a special examina- 
tion, and the kind of glasses deemed 
suitable are ordered at. special con- 
tract pirces. But it is well known that 
the teeth are almost as important as 
the eyes, and that if a child has not 
good teeth the results to the digestion 
and stomach, and consequently to the 
general health, are disastrous. There- 
fore, Bradford is soon to have a den- 
tist whose sole duty will be to care 
for the teeth o fthe poor school chil- 
dren. As in Huddersfield the moving

It is likewise true that double sui- 
cides have been increasing, through 
young couples despairing of ever ac- 
quiring the ways and means to make 
homes for themselves owing to the 
difficulty of getting work that will 
bring them “living wages”; while love 
betrayals also play their part. 

The matter has-been taken up by 
the Salvation Army, which sends out 
workers to look for poor despondents 
who are tired of life and try to give 
them a decent start in life again. 

Bishop Bonomelli, of Cremona pro- 
pounds a theory which he thinks 
should have an effect in suppressing 
suicide, and which he commends to all 
who have the matter at heart.

‘Line slight advantage 
in the average measurements of the 
smokers is amdoubtedly due to the 
fact that they are cight months older.

The non-smokers got 91 per cent. in 
wheir entrance examinations and 69 per 
cent. in their first itwo yeans in col- 
Nege, while ionly 4 per cent. were fail- 
ures. 

In this respect (Dr. Meylan thinks 
there is a distinct relation between 
smoking and scholansitvip,
